vpvice Commission spoke of the “public respon- 
sibility” of the ERB workers and “of the 
error of their ways.” 

In the matter of “public responsibility” 
and of “error,” Finegan had much better set 
his own house in order. What sort of pub- 
lic responsibility” has he displayed in this 
ERB dispute?

We also strongly urge the Mayor—as we

To carry it through 
at this time would be unfair and unjust. 
: In this ERB situation, there are some

. vices faithfully and well over a considerable 
period of time. Their efficient services run 
tor more than four years. In preparation for 
. a change-over of the ERB into u more per- 
35 * manent agency, to take effect next July, an 
examination has now been provided. 

Finegan says it must be “an open com- 
petitive examination.” Justice Shientag has 
upheld his contention. The case is now ap- 
pealed by the workers to the Appellate Court. 
There should be no examinations, certainly, 
until that Court has passed upon the case. 

It may be a light matter for Finegan 
to imperil the jobs of 8,000 workers, who 
have dene their work well. It is not a 
light matter for the City of New York. 
Particularly is it of public concern that 
the “open competitive examinations” at 
this time will open the doors to discrimina- 
tion against active union workers and 
against Negroes. 

Let Mayor LaGuardia introduce a little 
bit of common sense and fair play into this 
ERB picture—by postponing the examina- 
tions.

We suggest, further, that the program 
decided upon tentatively in Washington on 
Monday can be improved by a number of ad- 
ditions, The program ‘we submit, to which 
the wider conference can well dedicate it- 
self, is that which was drawn up by the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Party. 


A study of this document, published in 
this issue of the Daily Worker, will indi- 
cate the reasonableness on the one hand and 
the necessity on the other of every item cov- 
ered in this proposed program for the com- 
ing Congress.
